POSTAL MATTERS. 


AFFECTING PUBLISHERS, FROM 
MAY 20 TO $UNE 20. 


[From U. S. Official Postal Guide, July.] 


356. “Maps” of any description except 
‘*manuscript maps,’’ are third-class matter. 
Manuscript maps may be sent as fourth-class 
matter. 

362. Contractors, or mail-carriers, have no 
right to refuse to carry packages of mailable 
matter, which on account of their size or shape 
cannot be put into a mail-pouch. It is the

duty of a contractor to carry the mail and every 
part thereof. They have the right, however, to 
refuse to carry packages weighing over four 
pounds, except matter emanatingfrom an exe. 
cutive department of the government. 

365. The public have the right to choose the 
post-office at which to do their mailing. 

367. On granting permit of entry to publish- 
ers of second-class matter, the postmaster 
should forward the duplicate, together with a 
specimen copy of the publication, to the office 
of First Assistant Postmaster-General. If, 
upon examination in said office, such entry 
is disapproved, he will be promptly advised. 
Failure to receive advice means approval of 
entry. 

373. Under no pretext whatever are letters 
in the custody of postal officials to be opened. 

375. ‘‘Sample copies” of any publication of 
the second class may be mailed at the pound 
rates, but they must be dond fide sample copies, 
and not advertiser's copies, having a portion of 
the regular matter taken out and special adver- 
tisements inserted in place thereof. 


COPYRIGHT MATTERS, 
COOPER VS. WHITTINGHAM. 


A FRESH instance of the inconsistencies of the 
copyright question has recently engaged atten- 
tion in England, and the peculiar nature of the 
case, as well as the evident injustice of the de- 
cision rendered, make the whole affair an inter- 
esting contribution to the literature of interna- 
tional copyright. 

There is published in this city a coachbuild- 
ers’ journal known as Zhe, Hud, and early in 
the present year a similar monthly publication 
with the same name was started in London. 
The amenities of journalism led in this instance 
to frequent correspondence between the rival 
editors, all of a friendly and helpful nature, and 
in the April number of the New York monthly 
an article and its accompanying illustration, 
which had appeared in a recent issue of the 
London AHué, was published, due credit being 
given to the English journal and with it a com- 
plimentary notice of the foreign contemporary. 

Now it appears that Messrs. Whittingham & 
Wilkin, coachfurnishers in Long Acre, Lon- 
don, were accustomed to receive monthly 100 
copies of the New York //ué for distribution 
among their customers, and as usual the hun- 
dred copies of the April number were duly for- 
warded them by the New York publisher. An 
advance copy of this special number being re- 
ceived by the London editor, he discovered the 
republication of his own matter, and at once 
notified Messrs. Whittingham & Wilkins not to 
distribute the number in England. Upon re- 
ceipt of the parcel containing the roo copies the 
London coachfurnishers immediately packed 
them away, instructing their employees neither 
to sell, show, nor deliverthem to any one, but 
in less than two hours after receiving the par- 
cel they were served with a notice of action on 
the part of the editor of the London Awé, on the 
ground that the American journal contained 
copyright matter which was the property of the 
London editor. Not being versed in the subtle 
intricacies of the copyright law, Messrs. Whit- 
tingham & Wilkins supposed that their simple 
possession of the copies, so long as no distr'- 
bution was permitted, could work no injury t

them retained the unlucky parcel, applied for a 
fortnight’s adjournment of the case in order 
that they might consult their principals in New 
York. No reply came to their communication, 
and the case being called, they withdrew all 
defence as to infringement, bit fought the ques- 
tion of costs, as they considered themselves as 
entirely innocent in the matter. Decision was 
rendered against them, the Master of the Rolls 
affirming that the New York publisher had “ re- 
produced copyright matter, though with ac- 
knowledgment of source; the plaintiffs are 
not satisfied and object and gave notice to de- 
fendants; but, in my opinion, mo notice was 
necessary.” He referred to the Act of Parlia- 
ment which prohibits importation and decrees 
that ‘‘it shall not be lawful for any person got 
being the proprietor of the copyright or some 
person authorized by him 0 import into the 
United Kingdom, etc.,” and he further stated 
that ‘‘ people whoimport American publications 
for sale or hire carry on the business at their 
peril ; ordinary people who import a book to read 
are not liable, but those who import for sale or 


hire must know the law. The defendants are | 
the agents of the American publisher. The | 


importation was illegal and actionable without 
notice. The plaintiff ought certainly to be en- 
titled to costs of argument. My opinion is that 
the importation is the offence.” 

And so the unfortunate coachfurnishers of 
Long Acre were saddled with heavy costs, the 
100 copies of 7he Hub were returned to New 
York and the American editor who sought to 
do a good turn for his English contemporary 
received a most unpleasant ‘‘ set back,” and the 
amenities of trade journalism became as gall 
and wormwood. 

Commenting on the case the London Pud/ish- 
ers’ Circular says : 
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‘* We will not venture to impugn the correct- | 


ness of Sir G. Jessel’s interpretation of the act, 


but it certainly surprises us to learn (if the | 


notes handed to us correctly report the judg- 
ment) that ‘ ordinary people who import a book to 
vead (meaning of course a piratical edition) are 
not liable’ to the pains and penalties which 
those who import for sale are! If so, there is 
no law to prevent private gentlemen furnishing 
their libraries from end to end with Germanand 
American reprints of English copyright works ! 
If this is aw, then the whole system of copy- 
right collapses! Act 5 and 6 Vict., s. 15, says, 


‘shall import for sale or hire,’ but s. 16 says, ‘ for | 


importing, selling, publishing, or exposing to 
sale or hire.’ The judge condemns Messrs. 
Whittingham in costs for importing without 
reference to ‘ sale or hire’—if so, the fact of im- 
porting is alone sufficient to condemn a// im- 
porters, whether for sale or hire or not.” 





COMMUNICATIONS. 
“ EDITORS’ COPIES” FOR SALESMEN. 


Tue writer takes the liberty of calling your 
attention to what, in his judgment, is an im- 
provement in bringing books before the reading 
public. The present methods he believes are 
to send volumes to the literary editors of various 
newspapers, magazines and reviews, to advertise 
in the different leading periodicals, and by 
circulating printed slips containing extracts 
from notices of the book that have been received 
‘rom periodicals that have reviewed it. The 





ee 
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writer is of the opinion that if the publishers 
had a list of the leading book-salesmen of such 
a city as New York, forexample, he would have 
a method equal if not superior to all the other 
methods he is now familiar with. 

For, firstly, an intelligent and active salesman 
generally takes a considerable interest in his 
employer’s prosperity, and will increase his 
sales as much as possible by recommending 
especially those volumes in which he himself 
has been interested, and the book-salesman is 
not unfrequently a great reader. The advantage 
to the salesman would, in the writer’s opinion, 


| be that it would increase his thirst for reading, 


thereby making him more intelligent, im- 
prove his judgment in making a selection of 
books, and would enable him to own more or 


| less ofa library. The pubdlic would benefit by 


this method, in being able to obtain only good 
books, as no salesman with a conscience would 
recommend a bad book when he could as easily 
recommend a good one.

CLEAN LiBRARY CARDS A POSSIBILITY.—W. 
B. Wickersham, of Chicago, manufactures a 
very simple and useful contrivance, which will 
recommend itself to all librarians. It is called 
the ‘‘ Acme” Library-Card Pocket, and is in- 
tended for the use of book-borrowers, so that 
the library-card can be kept clean, and never 
be lost or mislaid. It is made of tough man- 
ila, of simple construction, and can be easily 
put into the book. The pockets are of two 
sizes, one admitting a card 2% by 4% inches, and 
the other of postal card size. They are printed 
to order with the name and rules of the library 
ordering them, and are once folded. The 
Pocket has been well received by librarians, 
who commend it for its simplicity, cheapness 
and economy, and especially for usefulness 
in preventing the loss of cards, preserving 
them in good condition, and thereby avoiding 
the frequent necessity of replacing them. 


LIGHTING.—The suggestion of lighting the 
British Museum reading-room, which was, I be- 
lieve, first made in the columns of the Photo- 
graphic News,has,as you are aware,been adopted 
during the past winter, and with great success. 
Preparations are now being made for replacing 
the Ephemerides, Periodical Publications, etc., 
which at present occupy the upper galleries of 
our great Rotunda by works of reference or 
standard works and publications most likely to 
be consulted.

They are translated by Mrs. C. E. Clement, 
author of the popular art hand-books; and al- 
though translating, printing, and binding were 
done in a week, the work is every way a credit- 
able piece of work, and, being issued at a low 
price (75 cents), can hardly fail of a very large 
circulation. 


* THOREAU’s Works,” says the V. Y. 77rié- 
une, *‘like Hawthorne’s, sell better with 
each new year, but the time was when it was 
open to doubt whether Hawthorne’s allusion to 
himself as the ‘‘ obscurest man of letters in 
America” was the more true of himself or of 
his Concord friend. Thoreau published his 
** Week on the Concord and Merrimac Rivers” 
in 1849, the edition being 1000 copies, and 
some years after, when the sale had stopped, 
his publisher had been writing from time to 
time for one or two years past to know what he 
should do with the copies still on hand, and at 
last suggested that he had use for the room 
they occupied in his cellar. ‘SolI had them al} 
sent to me here,’ said the author in a letter, ‘ and 
they have arrived to-day by express, piling the 
man’s wagon ; 706 copies out of an edition of 
1000, which I bought of Monroe four years ago, 
and have ever since been paying for, and have 
not quite paid for yet.” He is glad of a chance 
to examine his purchase, and finds the volumes 
are something more substantial than fame, as 
his back knows, which has borne them up two 
flights of stairs to ‘a place similar to that to 
which they trace their origin.’ Of the remaining 
294 copies 75 were given away, leaving the 
actual sales 219 copies. ‘I have now a library 
of nearly 900 volumes,’ he says, consoling him- 
self, ‘over 700 of which I wrote myself. Is it 
not well that the author should behold the 
fruits ofhislabor?’ In spite of this he takes 
up his pen that night with as much satisfaction 
as ever, and believes this result is ‘more in- 
spiring and better than if a thousand had 
bought his wares,’ since it affects his privacy 
less and leaves him freer.”

Publishers’ prices are in all cases given—retail, if retail. (in first column); “ net,” 
if “net” (in second column); where a “ mailing’’ percentage is specified by the pub- 
lisher, the “mailing price” is given in the retail column marked with an asterisk (*), 
in addition to the wholesale price. A carefully-drawn explanation in the heading, to 
private buyers, adapts the catalogue to the use of the retail trade. 

If the advance demand from the retailing trade justifies, it is proposed this year to 
carry out the plan of printing an imprint edition with retail (or mailing) prices only. 
The rate will be the same for either edition, and orders should specify how many of each 
(“both prices,” “retail only”) are desired. No zmprint edition of less than 100 of 
either can be supplied. 

The Educational Catalogue in its present shape has been found to serve thor- 
oughly the purposes of those dealers who wish to keep as much of the educational 
trade as possible in their own hands, and work up more, by sending such a list out to 
schools and teachers. This catalogue is acknowledged the most complete and accurate 
in the market, and, especially in its new shape, will be found by far the most con- 
venient and satisfactory. 

In making up special orders for the Educational Catalogue, booksellers should 
bear in mind that it possesses not only temporary value, but will serve its purpose during 
the whole year. Orders for editions should be sent to us at once.
